He 
was unable to be contacted for 
four or five hours, Capt. Engstrom 
charges, so he thus suspended the 
sergeant with disobeying orders, 
neglecting his patrol, or insubordi- 
nation or whatever you can call it. 


Flanagan expects to appeal his 


case to the Police Merit Board. 
In fact, the first hearing, scheduled 
for Jan. 23, was continued upon a 
motion by Flanagan's attorneys. 


But the story why Flanagan 


was off patrol for four or five 
hours New Year's eve is an Inter- 
esting one, and one that may fig- 
ure In the Merit Board hearing, 
If that ever comes off. 


Flanagan, It now develops, had 


taken off on an investigation of 
his own commanding officer, 
Capt. Engstroin! 
The facts are these: A trucker 


Floyd L. Vogel, driving for an 
Elgin dairy firm, was arrested in 
Ogle county by State Police Offi- 
cer William N. Spencer on Dec. 
13. He was charged with operating 
a 
vehicle without 
registration 


plates. Slate Police Officer R. H. 
Robb also arrested Vogel the same 
day for not having a safety test 
sticker on his vehicle. 


Oregon Justice Court records 


show that Vogel pleaded guilty to 
both charges and, in addition, to 
a charge of speeding B6 miles 
an hour. He was fined 140 and 
assessed costs of fit on all 
counts. Vogel was advised to send 
a cheek to cover that amount.

Census by 
Churches 
Near End 
Figures Reveal That 
2,000 Residents Live 
On Fringe of City 
The population of Dixon 


and contingent areas is ap- 
proximately 13,900, accord- 
ing to findings of the religious 
census conducted here Sun- 
day by 12 Dixon churches. 


According to Dr. Paul Sturges, 


Chicago, director of evangelism, 
National Council of Churches, who 
directed the census, the returns 
are only 91.4 per cent complete as 
of today. 


The population' figure above is 


estimated by projecting figures 
based on the available data. 


On the basis of being 91.4 per 


cent complete, the census takers 
found there are 12,674 residing in 
the area. 


7,900 Protestant* 


Of that total, about 7,900 persons 


belong to the Protestant churches 
of the community, 1,156 attend 
Protestant churches elsewhere or 
prefer the Protestant church, 531 
have no preference, and 3,082 at- 
tend or prefer the Catholic church. 


Although 4,621 calls have been 


made throughout the Dixon are: 
the census takers still have to coi 
plete 438 calls before the figure 
can approach 100 per cent. How- 
ever, attaining that goal is not an- 
ticipated. 


Sunday and Monday, approxi- 


mately 518 church members from 
the 12 Dixon churches canvassed 
Greater Dixon. 
While it was 


hoped the census would reveal the 
actual population in and out of the 
city, the complexity of the census 
eliminated that possibility. 


Good Cooperation 


According to the report, census 


takers were given excellent coop- 
eration by citizens. Only 76 fami- 
lies refused to give the canvassers 
information. 


The 4,621 calls completed does 


not indicate necessarily that there 
are 4,621 dwelling units in Dixon, 
Dr. Sturges emphasized. 


In some homes, where there were 


roomers, for example, each room- 
er was considered a separate call. 
Because of that, the census does 
not show the actual number of 
units.

Break With Party 


McCarthy opened a hearing by 


his senate investigations subcom- 
mittee with a dramatic announce- 
ment that two Communist witness- 
es "broke with the party" Tuesday 
night and agreed to "give us all 
the information they had." 
, He said one of the two had 
named Mrs. Moss. 


Then, questioning whether Mrs. 


Moss was "well enough" to testify, 
McCarthy warned her and her 
counsel that he would insist on 
grand jury action "if perjury is 
committed." 


He suggested they leave the 


room to talk over whether she 
wanted to be a witness at .this 
time. 


Mrs. Moss, a gray-haired Negro 


of 48, wept as she and George E. 
C. Hayes, Jier counsel, walked 
from the room. She sat a few steps 
outside the hearing room while 
Hayes whispered to her. 


Only Tuesday, Hayes had told 


reporters that Mrs. Moss wished 
to testify and that her stand was 
that she was not and never had 
been a Communist. 


He commented on testimony by 


a former FBI undercover infor- 
mant that Mrs. Moss was a card- 
carrying Red in the 1940s. 


McCarthy asserted at Tuesday's 


session that Mrs. Moss handled 
"top secret" messages at the Pen- 
tagon. Later, the Army came out 
with a statement saying she never 
had "access to the codes ... or 
the code books." 


The Army said she had, how- 


ever, worked in the communica- 
tions center prior to Feb. 5 and in 
that job handled "unintelligible 
code messages, both 
classified 


(secret) and unclassified." It said 
she was transferred to another job 
Feb. 5 because of its own investi- 
gation. 


In telling of the two witnesses 


he said "broke with the party," 
McCarthy said they are a husband 
and wife whom he had subpoenaed 
today as "hostile witnesses." 


He said they sent word Tuesday 


night they "desired to break with

T<T get a good 
quality grass silage he cuts it 
from 0-1/10 bloom, lets dry 2 to 
8 hours, adds 200 pounds of 
ground ear corn for each ton of 
legume grass hay, and packs it 
in silo. He figures the cost is 
about the same as corn silage, 
but for same T.D.N. a person can 
get only 2.5 percent protein in 
corn silage and he gets 5 percent 
protein in a legume-grass and 
corn ear method.

Outlawing Communist Party Will 


Not Affect Civil Rights 


Under the Smith Act, some 60 top Communist leaders 


have been convicted of conspiring to teach and advocate the 
overthrow of the United States government. But there are 
some who think this law is insufficient. They believe the 
Communist party should be outlawed in America. 


In order to convict three-score Communist chieftains, 


the justice department had to build, in effect, 60 individual 
cases specifically proving conspiracy. Yet, oddly enough, to 
do that required demonstrating in every instance that the 
Communist party itself is a conspiratorial organization and 
nothing else. 


Even though this has now been proved again and 


again to the satisfaction of judge and jury, the courts do not 
accept membership in the Communist party as automatic 
evidence of conspiracy. The law requires that it be estab- 
lished specifically in each case.

Those who urge outlawing the party believe it would 


have the effect of making mere membership flat evidence of 
conspiracy against the U. S. Outlawry would forewarn 
anyone from joining the party who did not wish to run the 
risk of being trapped as a conspirator. 


It would make clear to all citizens once and for all that 


the Communist party is not to be viewed as an ordinary 
political organization operating within the framework of 
the democratic process. The Communists would use the bal- 
lot only to gain power to destroy the ballot. 


Critics of the outlawry plan argue, for one thing, that 


it would drive the Reds underground. The truth is they have 
always been there. The real conspiratorial heart of U. S. 
communism has never been exposed to public gaze. The fa- 
cade erected above ground has been deliberately designed 
to deceive and mislead.

Since the first of the Smith act convictions, much of the 


surface trappings h?ve disappeared, too. Outlawing the party 
would not make a great deal of difference. 


It is also contended that to ban the party would be to 


interfere with free speech. But Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, 
Maine Republican, would spell out in her outlawry bill that 
there was no intent to suppress discussion of Communist 
ideas as such. 


Obviously we could not and do not intend to shut off 


discussion of anything under the sun.. To try would be to in- 
troduce thought control. 


We want to hear about communism, what it purports to 


offer, what its system of thinking is. If we believe in the 
deep values of freedom, we cannot fear that our democratic 
approach will suffer in competition. On the other hand if 
we do not study rival systems, how can we know how best to 
combat them and preserve our own?

Stands Cheer, Jeer When 
McLeod Runs With Ball 
He's 'Hottest' Figure on 
The Washington Scene 


Editor's Note: To many Re-, 
publicans, Robert Scott McLeod1 
la an Ivanhoe in tweeds, right- 
•oualy charging through the State 
department rooting out Commu- 
nists and security risks. Other 
OOP partisans view him aa 
something of a liability and to an 
over-increasing number of Dem- 
ocrats, the State department's 
39-year-old security chief looks 
like good ammunition for next 
fall's crucial congressional elec- 
tions. Here's a closeup of a man 
few in Washington feel indifferent- 
ly about.

WASHINGTON W— Robert Walt- 


er Scott McLeod, the State depart- 
ment's security chief, is a former 
football player who is making 
headlines in the political arena 
with line plunges and end runs 
While the stands cheer and jeer. 


It began with the Republicans 


cheering and the Democrats jeer. 
ing as McLeod, a husky 39-year- 
old with a hide as tough as a hip- 
po's, ripped through the State de- 
partment in search of Communists 
and security risks. 


Now some Democrats are begin- 


ning to smile. After McLeod's se- 
ries of Lincoln Day speeches for 
the Republican party they think he 
may be an embarrassment to the 
party. McLefei himself is wonder- 
ing if he hasn't become something 
of a problem to the Republicans. 


Has. Regrets 


In retrospect he believes his 


speaking tour may have been "ill 
advised." He frankly says that 
. since he became a target of the 
Democrats he may be dropped 
from his $15,000-a-year job which 
bears the title: Administrator of 
the bureau of security, consular 
affairs and personnel. 


McLeod unquestionably has 


aroused the ire of Democrats. Rep. 
Emmanuel Celler (D-NY), for ex- 
ample, characterized him as a 
"party huckster canvassing votes." 
It's improper, said Celler, "for 
anyone who holds so sensitive a 
position as the security officer to 
enter the hurly-burly of the politi- 
cal arena."

hired him, Undersecretary of State 
Donold Lourie, thinks this former 
Iowa newspaper man, FBI agent 
and senatorial aide is doing a great 
job. 


"You can't have a namby-pamby 


in that job," he told me.. "It takes 
guts, and Scotty's got 'em. If Scot 
ty thinks he's right, he plows 
ahead." 


Arctic Silence 


Below the department's execu- 


tive level the name of Robert Walt- 
er Scott McLeod is greeted with 
arctic silence. There exists a very 
real fear of him. 


McLeod 
shakes his 
graying, 


closely cropped head over this and 
says he just can't understand why 
people fear him or say he's an ad- 
ministration hatchet man whose 
criterion^is whether you're a Re- 
publican or a Democrat. 


McLeod, discussing McLeod, con- 


siders him "a guy who is going to 
have the authority to clean up the 
State department." He takes the 
stand that if you "waddle like a 
duck, quack like a duck and asso- 
ciate with ducks, you are a duck." 


"I believe," he says, "in guilt by 


association."' 


The Rumors 


Around the State department you 


hear rumors of wiretapping, dicta- 
phones and lie detectors. 


"I will swear," McLeod told me, 


"that the State department is not 
wired for sound. There is only one 
room in which a listening device 
is'used." 


Which room? 
"I cannot, of course, say which 


one it is." 


When he was out of town on his 


controversial Lincoln Day speak- 
ing tour there was a leak of fig- 
ures he purportedly presented to 
the house appropriations commit- 
tee. Reportedly only 11 employed 
were dismissed by State depart- 
ment in the past year for "loyalty" 
reasons, though it listed 534 dis- 
charges as "security" risks. Seven 
of the 11 "loyalty" firings were 


said to involve cases begun under 
the Truman administration but 
completed by McLeod. 


Numbers Wrong 


Today McLeod says privately 


that the numbers which leaked are 
wrong. 


He hit the news with a bang a 


few days after his appointment 
last March when Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) said McLeod was opposed 
to the appointment of Charles E. 
Bohlen as ambassador to Russia 
even though Bohlen was a Repub- 
lican selection. McLeod refused to 
say at a committee hearing wheth- 
er he considered Bohlen a security 
risk. Recently1 he told a group in a 
privatef talk that he never passed 
on the Bohlen case. <a 


Last summer he made the news 


again when he told a Republican 
women's club: "As much as I hate 
to say it before a Republican club, 
New Dealers are not necessarily 
bad security risks." 


Soon afterwards he made head- 


lines again when he told the Amer- 
ican Legion in Topeka: 


"Sometimes it is extremely dif- 


ficult because .of the Civil Service 
Act, the Veterans' Preference Act 
and the Foreign Service Act to re- 
place an individual whose view- 
point does not coincide with that 
of the Republican party." 


Called a "Leak" 


After that speech reports spread 


that he was the department's leak 
to McCarthy and his former boss, 
Sen. Styles Bridges (R-NH). While 
McLeod is the officially designated 
liaison officer between the depart- 
ment and congress, he denies he 
is any man|s "stooge."

He 
was working for him when tapped 
for the State department post. 


Mrs. McLeod says she's aware 


that her husband is the target of 
some harsh words, but observes, 
"Sootty is not thin-skinned. Words 
don't hurt him." 


It's true that McLeod has a rep- 


utation for toughness and blunt- 
ness.

" WASHINGTON <*» - Somebody 
seems to be leaking information to 
Sert. McCarthy (R-W1§) about what 
happen* in one of the Army's 
moat secret operations: Its own 
hunt for Communists. 


Twice within a month McCarthy 


has held hearings on cases in which 
the Army apparently made de- 
cisions only a few days before. 


The first waa the case of Dr. 


Irving Peress, a New York den- 
tist, who, the Army says, refused 
to answer questions about subver- 
sive organizations to .which he 
might have belonged. 


Described As Red 


The second was that of Mrs. An- 


nie Let Moss, a 48-year old tele- 
graphic-typewriter operator in the 
Pentagon. A former FBI informant 
described her as a Communist. 
McCarthy says as late as Tues- 
day she handled secret messages. 
The Army says she doesn't, and 
"never did handle any she could 
decipher. 


Take Dr. Peress: 
He was commissioned a captain 


in October 1952 and that same 
month refused to answer ques- 
tions. 
Nevertheless, in January 


1953 he was called to active duty 
and in October 1953 was promoted 
to major. On Dec. 30, 19S3, the 
Army decided to discharge him. 
Why? The result of an investiga- 
tion of him, the Army says. 


On Jan. 30, McCarthy called 


Peress asked the army for an 
honorable discharge and got it. 
That was Feb. 2. On that day Mc- 
Carthy announced he had just sent 
a letter to the secretary of the 
Army, Robert T. Stevens, demand- 
Ing Peress' court martial. On Feb. 
16 Stevens replied, telling McCar- 
thy Peress had left. 


Mrs. Moss* Cane

On Feb. 5, the Army says, tt 


•hifted Mrs. Moss from one kind 
of job to another as a result of an

McCarthy held a hearing on this 


cA"se Tuesday. It was only after 
the hearing that the Army gave 
nut the information on the investi- 
gation of the woman. 


A former FBI informant, Mrs. 


Mary S. Markward, testified she 
had known Mrs. Moss as a com- 
munist in the early 1940s. Mrs. 
Moss' lawyer, George E. C. Hayes, 
told reporters Mrs. Moss takes the 
position she is "not now and never 
has been a member of the Com- 
munist party."

They introduced piece rate., 
and progressive piece rates, with 
all the features of speedup sys 
terns, in both industry and farm 
ing in the early 1930s.

Sec. Mitchell 
Opposes Public 
Work Projects 


FLINT, Mich. lf>—Secretary of 


Labor James P. Mitchell opposes 
an immediate public works pro- 
gram as a solution to unemploy- 
ment. He regards present trends 
as part of a necessary and un- 
avoidable readjustment in Amer- 
ica's economy. 


Citing employment uptrend since 


1939, he says 'it just doesn't make 
sense" to say the nation is heading 
for a depression. 


In a major speech to a Lincoln 


Day rally Tuesday night, he said 
federal public works projects, if in- 
stituted immediately, would make 
the adjustment "sharper, more 
painful, and more protracted." 


The 53-year-old secretary of la- 


bor said the nation is* gradually 
readjusting its economy from a 
wartime peak and is not going 
from "boom to bust." 


Retreat From Peak 


"We are coming down from the 


artificially high peak made by war 
and inflation to a .plateau—and we 
are almost there." he said. "There 
may be a slight, but not signifi- 
cant, increase in unemployment 
for the next two months. Then for 
another few months we will rest 
at that level." 


He said readjustment was neces- 


sary and "we could only postpone, 
not avoid, it." 


"It is my belief that we are 


better off getting it over with fast 
rather than adopting schemes to 
postpone it . . ." he said. 


Mitchell made his address after 


a whirlwind tour of Flint area 
automobile plants, chatting with 
workers on the way. 
He found 


them "happy in their jobs," he 
said. 


Critical Of Talk 


The secretary vigorously criti- 


cized talk of recession. 


"Now 
we have heard a great 


deal about unemployment lately," 
tie said. "It seems to me high 
time that this subject is dealt with 
objectively and placed in proper 
serspective. Let's look at the fig- 
ures over the last 15 years for the 
moment. 


"In 1939 unemployment in the 


United States amounted to 17.2 per 
cent of the total civilian labor
